the people of Cuba to govern themselves, 
the United States giving them all possible 
assistance and every opportunity to main- 
lain themselves as a free and independent 
people. 


As to the Philippines, I do not bellere 


that we want the entire group of islands, 
with its several millions of semi-barbarouB 
people. 
In my opinion we -should retain
